The year 1916 has been one of the most prog?ressive years in 
history of the ( ity. Many outstanding? and la.sting? improvements have 
been made, despite the fact that critical material shortag;es held back 
many needed improvements. Thou.sands of Water and Sewer Mains ha\e 
been laid. Several miles of ( ity streets have been caliche based and a 
large number of them paved. 


Hundreds of Water and Sewer connections were made during 
th ^ year, increasing the number of users to an all time high. All 1916 
improvements were paid for out of the Cieneral Fund and the splendid 
cooperation of each and every citizen of ( omanche with the Mayor and 
Council and all connected with the ( ity, is re.sponsible for the extensive 
progress made in 1946. The State Health Dept, contributed in a large 
measure in stamping out the typhus disease. 


Comanche and ( omanche ( ounty is now considered the peanut 
center of Texas, and the continued growth and progress of the City 
hinges on an ample water supply. The 1947 improvement program has 
been announced, and it includes a new water system and many other 
essential improvements to the health and progress of the ( ity. 


A careful study of the (Tty’s financial status has been made by 
several bond experts and it has been determined that the ( ity of ( oman­ 
che can carry out the proposed 1947 improvement plan and finance by 
bonds $200.000 in tax bonds and $100,000 in revenue bonds without levy­ 
ing any additional or special tax. 


The Interest and Sinking Fund will take care of $ 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 tax 
bonds and the General Fund which will be greatly increased by an abund­ 
ant supply of filtered water and a large number of additional water and 
sewer customers, will take care of the $100,000 revenue bonds. 


It is believed that the increase in Water and Sewer revenue will 
handle the revenue bonds and not effect the general operation of the 
City, which comes from regular City water and sewer revenue. It has 
been 20 years since the City’s bonded indebtedness has been raised. 


The present Administration has studied the problems before us 
for months and months and called in experts who were well qualified to 
furnish information that could be depended on, consequently we are not 
plunging the City into an eternal overhanging bonded indebtedness. The 
responsibility of the progress of the (^ity to a great extent is placed upon 
the Mayor and City Council and to carry out our pledged duty, a bond 
election has been scheduled to be held on Jan. 14th in the City Hall to get 
the approval of the qualified voting public to make 1947 the greatest 
improvement year in history of Comanche.
